’The Precinct cx)unt of vot¬ 
ers is shown at the right, 
but to get the true figure 
one must add three votes 
that were -writ-in votes, not 
shown in the chart. 

Recjeiving reports from the 
Poll Watchers throughout 
the day, the response to the 
Precincts was fairly light at 
10 a.m. with 467 registered 
voters casting their ballots 


between 7 a.m. and 10 a.m. 
The 12 noon report shower! 
that the voters were losing 
momentum and that only 720 
had cast their ballots. Again 
at 3 p.m. it showed an up¬ 
grade of the trend with a 
total voters casting in all 
precinct reaching 1042. 

At 5 p.m. the momentum 
was again picking up and a 
total of 1362 -voters had re¬ 
sponded to the polls and cast 
their ballot. ’The last minute 
rush,' together with those 
who work in outlaying dis¬ 
tricts showed a great im¬ 
provement as the final votes 
cast was 1954, making a per¬ 
centage of 30.3 of the regis¬ 
tered voters casting their 
ballots. 'There was a total of 
49 absentee ballots. 

A trend of voters casting 
only two votes in the election 
was detected when, with a 
total of 1954 votes cast, 
wliich would give a possi¬ 
bility of 5862 votes, but when 
tallied, showed that only 
5283 votes were cast, and 
over 579 voted only for two 
candidates, or maybe only 
one. 

’The new Council ■will be 
sworn in after the opiening 
of the meeting Tuesday, 
March 14, at which time a 
■new Mayor and Vice Mayor 
will be selected by the five 
member Council.

the men pay a part of their 
allowances into this can 
which provides all of the pro¬ 
visions and needs for their 
annual Fourth of July Pic¬ 
nic. Special boots or cloth¬ 
ing that they feel they want 
and m,ust ha\e is also iwid 
from this allowa,nce. Clean¬ 
ing and repair of their cloth¬ 
ing damaged or worn out in 
a lire is their responsibility 
and must be paid from this 
allowance. Any gasoline used 
by them in their own auto¬ 
mobiles in either training or 
in responses to fires is paid 
entirely by them a.nd is con¬ 
sidered to come out of this 
allowance. In addition to 
their salaries the City of 
Sierra Madre pays lor their 
death and dismemberment 
insurance which is included 
in the yearly budget of the 
department . . . Any supple¬ 
mental insurance or accide.nt 
Ins.urarvie s i c k n ess and 
health insurance is paid lor 
by the members and as¬ 
sumed to be taken from the 
allowances that are given to 
him over the year.

Now that you have ar¬ 
rived this far down the line 
on this article, I again re¬ 
mind you that the cost of all 
of this service. Medical, Fire 
and Emergencj'. costs the 
taxpayers of Sierra Madre 
in the vicinity of $40 to $50- 
thousand a year.
